The exact date and mint of this magnificent aureus are unknown as there is no find evidence. There has been much scholarly 
speculation over this remarkable series, for which several dates and mints have been suggested: Eastern mint, 27-20 BC (Mattingly, 
BMC 1923, 660-1); Eastern mint, 20 BC (Hill, Monuments 1989, 126); uncertain mint, after c. 27 BC (Sutherland, RIC 1984, 536-8, 
and Giard, CBN 1007-8). 

The obverse displays a new portrait befitting the new title of Caesar Augustus, as he was now officially known, unlike anything to be 
found in the severe qualities of late Republican portraiture and expressing an image of himself as ‘Augustus’. The new image 
transformed the youthful Octavian into an ageless Apollo-like classical beauty, with a calm, elevated expression of timeless remote 
dignity according to the canon of classical symmetry, characterised by Polyclitan sculpture, which was considered at the time as the

The reverse type recalls the occasion in 28 BC when Octavian dedicated the temple of Apollo on the Palatine, noted for having, in its 
central atrium, the Area Apollinis, an altar with four Greek statues of heifers by the celebrated 5th century BC sculptor Myron of 
Eleutherae (Buculae Myronis). One of these statues may well have served as a model for this most artistic of Roman coins, a type 
repeated on the occasion when the statues were transferred by Vespasian to his new temple of Pax, completed in AD 75 (cf. RIC II, 
Vespasian 840, and Hill, The Monumenta of Ancient Rome as Coin Types, p.73, figs, 126-7, 


In 27 BC the Senate bestowed upon the title of Augustus on the young Octavian, who had until then conducted state business under 
the title of Caesar Divi f. The adjective Augustus was a brilliant choice with a broad range of meanings, including ‘stately’, ‘dignified’ 
and ‘holy’, from the verb augere (increase) and recalls augur, the priest who interprets omens. So successful was this piece of public 
relations that the Senate proceeded to rename the month Sextlis to Augustus, immortalised in the Western calendar as August, 


The splendid and unusual reverse type certainly copies a masterpiece of bronze sculpture by the Greek sculptor Myron, which is not 
known today. But this series of aureii is especially distinctive by its Hellenistic portraiture - probably the best portrait on any Roman 
coin. 


There are five varieties within the series, Augustus is depicted with a bare head (types 1 and 5), or with a laureate head (types 2, 3 and 
4), On the former the bust always faces to the right. On the latter, it can be facing right (type 2) or left (types 3 and 4), Types 1, 2 and 3 
show the heifer facing left, types 4 and 5 to the right. 


Taking all five varieties together, 22 examples are known, of which 15 are in institutional collections: 

12 examples are known of type 1, 9 in museums (London [2], Lyon, Naples, Paris [3], Utrecht, Vienna), 
1 example is known of type 2, which is the specimen offered here, 

3 examples are known of type 3, 2 in museums (Paris, St Petersburg), 

5 examples are known of type 4, 4 in museums (Boston, Brussels, London, Rome), 

1 example is known of type 5, NAG 41 (2007), lot 37

Aelia Eudocia was born c. 401, as Athenais, the daughter of Leontius, a sophist professor of rhetoric and philosophy at the Academy 
in Athens, When her father died in 420, he left the bulk of his considerable estate to his two sons, Gessius and Valerius, To his 
daughter he left only 100 coins. Affronted by this injustice, Athenais went to Constantinople to plead her case before the Emperor 
and was selected by the Emperor’s sister, Pulcheria, for her beauty and intellect, to be the bride of Theodosius II, Baptized as 
Eudocia, the new Christian convert married the emperor on 7 June 421 and was elevated to the rank of Augusta on 2 January 423, 
For the next two decades she exercised considerable influence at court, including the protection of pagans and Jews in a 
predominantly Christian state. In 438 went on pilgrimage to Jerusalem, also visiting Antioch where she addressed the city’s Senate, 
Around 440, two of her closest allies fell into disgrace and Eudocia herself was repudiated in 443 on suspicion of adultery. Banished 
from the Court, the empress spent the rest of her life in retirement in Jerusalem, writing poetry which eloquently combined her 
Classical education with her Christian beliefs. Even there, however, she was subject to the hostile scrutiny of her household by the 
jealous and suspicious emperor, Eudocia died on 20 October 460, still protesting her fidelity to Theodosius

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John Weibel (1914-2009) 


J ohn Weibel was born in Berne on 25 January 
1914, the son of Hans Weibel, a restaurateur, 
and his wife Maria, nee Koerner. His 
grandfather, a potter by trade, moved to Berne from 
Waldenburgh in the mid-iQth century. A sickly 
child, John studied a variety of subjects at school, 
including Latin, French, German and English. In 
the school holidays he stayed with an uncle who 
was a chemist in Zurich, who gave him his first 
coin. 

Matriculating from school in 12 subjects in 
1934, including folk history and woodworking, 
John was rejected for army service because it was 
considered that his chest measurement was not up 
to the required standard. Maybe it was this 
rejection that led to him undertaking several long 
walking tours around Europe. 

In 1938 John travelled around Germany, 
Denmark, Austria and Hungary, stoically facing the 
difficulties experienced by those travelling across frontiers in 
mainland Europe at that time. On attempting to enter Germany he was questioned in depth at the border 
and later entered the SS weapon testing establishment. Everyone was showing brown passes, so John 
showed his brown Swiss passport and was allowed in, although later summarily ejected! A proposed trip 
down the Rhine from Austria into Hungary had to be cancelled because the Germans suspected that 
Czechoslovakia had planted mines in the river. 



On 11 December 1938 John entered England for the first time, staying at a hotel in London 
frequented by his mother and sister on trips to the city. He spent much of the next few months walking 
around the British Isles, wearing stout leather Swiss walking boots and a leather rucksack in which he 
carefully packed a suit so that he could emerge smartly dressed when the situation demanded. He stayed 
often at the invitation of total strangers in their houses, or in pubs or small hotels, or in barns. His travels 
formed the topic of local newspaper articles at the time and in southern Ireland, on 1 August 1939, 
celebrating Swiss national day by singing while walking from Mellary to Lismore, a party of lady motorists 
heard him and gave him a lift to Cork! 


John had almost completed his walk round Britain when, as a Swiss national, he was recalled to 
London by the Swiss Embassy on the outbreak of War. He began working for UBS in London in late 1939 
and retired from his post as Chief Inspector in 1974 after 35 years’ service. In 1941 he met his first wife Mae, 
who, under her stage name Myla de Yongh, was an exotic dancer who worked with pythons. Born Anna 
Camilla Furtsch (1887-1963), in Hungary, she had been previously married to Ernst Boehm, son of the 
sculptor and coin designer Joseph Edgar Boehm (1834-90). John kept his relationship with Mae from his 
mother for a while and they lived in a flat at Clare court, Judd street, Bloomsbury, eventually marrying in 
1958. 


John’s early days in London was the time when he built up the bulk of his coin collection and he 
kept diaries recording his visits to coin dealers and auctions in the 1940s and 1950s. His knowledge of coins, 
particularly European issues, was formidable and, as the following lots from his collection readily attest, he 
only collected pieces in the very best condition. His role with UBS ensured that he had prior access to new 
issues from government mints around the globe. A member of the Royal Society of Arts, he joined the Royal 
Numismatic Society in 1940 and the British Numismatic Society in 1950, remaining a member of both until 
his death at the age of 95 on 28 December 2009 at Uplyme, Devon, to where he had retired some years 
previously. He was also an early member of the London Numismatic Club and was a frequent attender at 
meetings of all the societies to which he belonged. Throughout his long life he never lost his deep interest in 
coins from that seed planted by his uncle so many years before. Polly Thompson
